Dogs have steadily been gain- 


ing in popularity as security 
guards in commercial opera- 
tions s u c h as warehouses 
factories, distribution centers, 
department s t o r es, discounl 
houses and so on. Now there is 
a zooming market in providing 
— by sale or lease — trained 
watchdogs for the home. There 
are various training academies 
throughout the nation to help 
you re-gear your hound into the 
kind of watchdog pet that would 
not easily be fooled by a candy- 
offering thief (he's trained to 
take food only from you) and 
who can set up a ghastly howl 
at the "approach of strangers. 


Two of the top men in the 


training field are Tom Nova, 
Former president of the Interna- 
tional Guard Dogs of America, 
and Jim Haggerty, who was 
commander of the Army's K-9 
Corps, both of New York. 


Not for Home 


Both men are very stern in 


saying that in almost all home 
and apartment 
situations an 


attack dog is uncalled for and 
imprudent. They advise very 
strongly against having such-a 
aighly trained, vicious animal. 
The place for this kind of dog is 
in high-risk commercial estab- 
lishments such, as department 
stores, warehouses and so on. 
The attack dog may work with 
a uniformed guard or may just 
Datrol en his own. But he 
certainly is not recommended 
for the home. There's evidence- 
enough that most burglars will 
tend to shy away from residenc- 
es where a dog seems to be on 
guard. The thief who may be 
after a supermarket safe knows 
before he gets on the job that a 
dog is on patrol. So the thief 
Dlans a few surprises for the 
dog, such as spraying his eyes 
with ammonia. But that's not as 
easy as it sounds, and a 
burglary attempt on your home 
or apartment probably would 
not be committed by a burglar 
srepared to cope with a mastiff. 
What sort of dog do you need? 
That depends upon how much 


room you have and how you 
may feel about dogs in general. 


Here's a run-down provided 


by Tom Nova on the basis of his 
sxperience with thousands of 
city dwellers. This list relates to 
iving space and there's no in- 
tention of claiming that these 
different breeds are equally 
effective or equal as watchdogs. 


Says Tom Nova: 
"In a 1% room apartment in 


a large city, the ideal dog would 
be a toy fox terrier, maltese, 
chihuahua, pekinese, toy or min- 
.ature poodle, Manchester terri- 
er. They weigh from 3 to 10 
pounds and stand from 8 to 14 
inches in height. 


"These dogs are very good for 


apartment living because they 


herd, Doberman pinscher, elk- 
hound, Great Dane, Malemute, 
collier St. Bernard, Rottweiler 
and Dalmatian are large ani- 
mals weighing from 65 to 170 
pounds. They stand 21 to 33 
inches. Most times they have an 
aggressive growl and bark, deep 
and very loud. These animals 
are apt to be found in police 
work and trained as attack 
dogs. They can have a powerful 
bite with pressure of up to 750 
pounds, which is enough to 
break an arm." 


Pup Not Advised 


Professionals such as Nova 


advise against getting a pup of 
any kind and assuming you can 
properly train him as a watch- 
dog. They contend that with a 
puppy you can't forecast what 
sort of temperament the animal 
will have as it grows and 
becomes grown. 


"The best thing to do is get a 


grown dog," says Nova. "In the 
dog world, a pup is considered a 
do-it-yourself kit. This means 
that with skill, patience and 
intelligence you can either train 
him into an excellent watch dog

This is 
certainly true when you are 
home and asleep. He won't be 
of much use against a burglar if 
lie's tied in the basement and 
the burglar's coming in through 
the front door."
